More Repose 
‘In Winter. 


It is w sound rule to strange 
for an extra hour of sleep during 
the winter months, writes a Doctor 
at Medicine in the Doily Chronicle 

For, as the mulight dwindles in 
intensity, our bodies lose one of 
their greatest and most important 
sources of energy. That other 
steals: urce, a] Tmust be drawn 
upon io inorea: Measore. 

This is the secret of the winter 
sleep of many animale and of the 
wioter sleepiness of “90 ‘many 
others, Astho light fades their 
strength seems to fade with it 
The organs of their bodies fano- 
tion weakly, and gradually they 
sink into w torpor, : 

Afan, however, and tho higher 
creatares, have learned to outlast 
the dark days without perpetual 
somnolence. Thanks to the use 
of foods which in some measure 
replace the sunlight, they keep 
awake and at work. 

The chief of these foods is 
animal fat; and the farther north 
one travels the more fat is requir. 
ed. Tho Eskimo with his blab 
beris the final illustration, By 
means of it he sets aven the 
Arctic night at defiance. 

SUNLIGHT FAT AND SLEEP, 

For fat has recently been found 
to exercise the same effact on the 
human system as direct sunlight. 
Thanks to the work at the Kinder- 
klinie at Vienna on rickety 
children we have learned that 
sualight iss food in- a real, 
substantial sense. In ite absence 
and in the absence of enimal 
fat, eg, milk, batter, cod 
liver oil, children waste and 
languish. In its presence fat is 
not required to the same extent. 

Tt may seem that the connec- 
tion between these observations 
and the hours of sleep is note 
very apparentone.. Yet in point 
of fact intensity of sunlight, 
te degree of fat in diet and the 
Curation of sleep are aspecta of 
the same thing. If one is dimin- 
ished the others must be. in- 
creased, 

Nowadeys it is easy enough to 
obtain buttter and other animal 
fats even in the darkest period of 
winter. Bat it is not so easy to 
obtain sleep. City life, on the 
contrary, tends to cheat those 
who participate in it of their due 
in this respect. 

Short bours of sleep may be 
safeenough in May and June: 
in October and the succeeding 
tmonths they are dangerous. For 
the -fect of want of sleep is a

A French writer has declared 
cooking to be the oldest cultural 
step of humanity; since with the 
developmant of actual physical 
taste the foundation for: a other 
training of the'senses waa laid 
The development . of : cookery 
certainly meant'an important ad- 
vance in civilisation, and interest- 
ing researobes in this dark and 
difficult subject -have recently 
been published. : 

Primitive men ate everything, 
and did not differ in their diet 
from the animals about them. The 
bogingiings of cockery were onty 
made when man discovered the 
control and use of fire. His first 
efforts in this direction consisted 
probably of no more than a flicker- 
ing fire in the forest clearing or 
an ashen glow in « hale in the 
ground, There were no utensils. 
The meat was simply pot in the 
fire or roasted in hot ashes on flat 
heated stones, . ‘ 

The cooking by means of beated 
stones—thrown with mast into 
water in feather. lined holes in the 
graund—seems to have diveloped 
considerably, and probably aboot 
the game time the beginnings of 
bakery were attempted. Grains 
were roasted and ground between 
stones, then made ‘into » paste 
with water, and so eater. This 
sort of porridge has been found 
mow and then in old veasels. 
The connection of women with 
baking is not avident 
cooking utensils and boiling 
became common-~in fact, until 
man exchanged his nomadic, 
bunting life for s settled agricul: 
tural one. The cooking pot 
itself is the last member of a long 
evolution from drinking vessels. 
Tn the hollow horn or wooden 
cup the huntaman of the atone 
age softened his raw. food in 
water: icto this he threw red-hot 
stones. till the water actually 
boiled. os 

Evidence of the ectua! menu of 
Drimibive times has been obtained 
from eah-heaps of antiquity, 
especially the one known as 
Kiokkenmoddinger in Denmark. 
Tois is about 50 yards lone 
and two or three yards high end 
from the, varied refuse in it we 
can discover as by co means 
Tonotonous bill of fare for the 
Primitive, man.

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WOMAN AND BER CLUB. ' 


Does She Need it More 
Than Man ? 


Addressing the membars of the 
Macchester Pioneer Club at the. 
annual meeting {fo Princess 
Street, Manchester, recently, Mrs. 
E. D. Simon said that the ques= 
tion of clubs for women was a 
very interesting one. Men had 
had clubs from time immemorial, 
and they hed not always been 
political clubs, The original clubs 
were social clubs, where—to pat 
is dlantly—men were able to 
eecaps from their families. 


The idea that women should 
want to escape from their 
familics was" regarded not 
only as something revolu- 
tionary bot as something highly | 
immoral. Yet the truth was thet 
women needed clubs more than 
men, not only because they really 
needed to escape from their - 
homes but because they enjoyed ' 
many fewer opportunities than 
mon for social intercourse with 
their own sox. 


Women were serlously bandi- 
capped in their work in life be- 
cause home relationships involved 
so many moro claims upon them 
than upon mep. Sho was not 
referring merely to married 
women but to single women, both ~ 
before they earned their own 
living acd when they had to do-so. 
It was common Knowledge among 
schoolmastersthat onthis account 
girls found it much more 
dificult to wotk for scholar- 
ships thao boys, All through - 
their lives womens were 
handicapped by these home claims 
thet were made upon them quite 
naturally and to which they res- 
ponded quite naturally. That 
wes a fact which vas not always 
borne ‘ic mind when the 
work of women ° was being 
compared. She could conceive . 
of no solution to the prob- 
lem unless motbers were pre- 
pared to being up their boys todo 
household work, as they brought 
up their gitls; and it would take 
Sad than a tevolution to effect 
that. 


The Pioneer Club, Mrs. Simon” 
proceeded, was worth while if it 
were only for the opportunities it 
afforded in providing thet form of 
recreation which girls never failed 
to snatch when it was offered 
them—a continued edacation. A 
great number of people bad -to » 
leave scbool at the age of 14 and, 
unless they could receive some 
farther education while they 
were earning their own liviog, 
they would never receive any at 
all. Referring to thé name of the 
club, Mrs, Simon said that she was 
glad the mectbars had chosen suck 
an admirable ideal, and she hoped 
they would always maintain the’ 
spirit that had animated the . 
pioneers of the past. Women were 
in danger of forgetting too soon the 
work that had been accomplished 
during® the «past 20 or 30 years 
by such women, for example, a9 
Mrs. Butler, Miss Clough, Mrs, 
Sidgwich, Dr. Garret Anderson 
and Mra. Fawcett. It was only’ 
natural that they should forget. 


And yet: if women were wise 
they. would realise thet the posi- 
tion that had been won for them 
had not yet been secured. Thero 
wore elways people ready to 
criticise women’s work, and to 
assert that it was cob equal to 
men’s. And this stticude was 
greatly.reinforced at the present 
time owing to the great amount 
of unemployment Altbough this 
was anything but fair to.women 
who had to earn their own live- © 
lihoode, they must realise that . 
the security of their position 
depended entirely upon. them- 
selves. : , ;

HOW PLANTS REST. 


Effects of Different Weather. 


- An interesting account of the 
sleep of plants was given by 
Professor Weiss to a large audi- 
ence atthe Manchester University 
fast month. He began by explain- 
ing how the growthot plants was 
stimulated more by darkness than 
even by warmth, and how it was 
retarded by light. It followed that 
growth was greater at night than 
in thedaytime. : 

This increase in the speed of 
growth was capable of atfec:ing 
the organs of the plant/so that 
they essomed a different position 
—as shown, for example, in 
the.opaning and closing of leaves 
acd petals—io daylight as cor- 
pared with darkness. ‘Vhen the 
petals of flowers, such as the 


| crocus, closed in dull weather or 


towasts evening, it maant that 
the raty of growth onthe under 
surface had become greater than 
that of the closing surface. 

It had been discovered, Pro- 
fessor Weiss continued, that this 
opening and closing movement 
lasted even after the alternation 
of light and darkness had been 
stopped.» That could be proved 
either by placing the.plaotioa 
position where light could not 
get to it, or where it was 
supplied with the right kiad 
pf artificis! light. . Plants there- 
fore, were not only directly sen- 
sitive to light, but the rhysnm of 
alternating night and day im- 
pressed itself on the plant or- 
it bad an 


case of habit on animals. In 
other words, plants could b3 
educated. : 

All plants required @ period of 
rest er sleep, though they took 
it in different seasons; and al- 
though that period could be 
curtailed it-could not bacu: of 
entirely. Gaserally speaking, 
our herbaceous plants rested 
during the winter and most of 
their active functions were sus- 
pended. -Easly spring bulbs, 
on the other hand, begso their 
rest with the'dying down of 
the leaves sod reawakened to 
activity in the sutamo. Another 
interesting feature of bulbs and 
corms was that, if by mischance 
they were brought nearer to the 
surface of the soil then they 
ought to be, they cither began to 
throw ont special root-like growths 


which were abla to deag the bulb 
back to its proper depth in the 
sail, or by vatious devices to form 
fresh bulbs at the right depth. 

In tha same-way, the buds 
of bushes and trees insisted upon 
their. period of rest. All that 
garcenere could do was to shorten 
that period. The growth of rhaberh 
could be secured by Christmas- 
tima .by first dgging Up . 
the root, exposing it for a few 
daya to frost, and then placing it 
ins greenhouse. Lilies of the 
valley, white lilie, and various 
bulbs were brought into early 
flowering by cold storage. An- 
other metiod adopted was that 
of giving a plant a warm bath for 
12 to 24 hours, with the water at 
a temperature of 80 to 90 degrees 
Fah., or by placing tin a vessel, 
containing ether vapour. In 
iustration of this forc'ng 
methods, the lecturer threw on to 
the screen photozrapbs of plants 
with some branches etill in the 
unopencd leaf bud stage and _ 
otbers—which slone had been 
subjected to the artificial trest- 
ment—in full leaf and flower. »

The Correct Method of 
Playing. 

When Ruskin wrote of Scot- 
land “gleaming like a wet pabble” 
it was surely of the broad and 
tranquil Lowlands that he 
thought, coloured and shining 
after ao automn rain with rare 
amber and vert and purple, writes 
a contributor to the Manchester 
Guardian, Batinthe dighlands 
one is impreesed most by the 
variability and animation of the 
landscape.

| WED ON “DEATHBED.” ~- 


Nurse Charged with Fraud. 
_An astonishing story of a sup- 
posed deathbed marriage was 
related at Staffordshire Assizes 
recently. 

Lydia Roberts, #0 of Stoke-road, 
Hanles, was charged with utter 
ing a forged will, purporting to ba 
thatof Robert Steven, a chemist, 
with intent to defrand. 


Prosecuting counse] said that! 


‘the woman was married in 1908 
at Glamorgan to Thomas Roberts, 
and there were three children, 
one of whom died. 

Thos lived happily together for 
about five years, and then prisoner 
left her busbaod, and later joined 
the V.A.D. ‘ 


MET IN HOSPITAL. 

While she was a nursing sister 
she met asoldier named Staren, 
of Cardiff. 

After hee bnusbacd had been 
reported missing and killed she 
went through a form of marriage 
with Steven in 1915 in the New- 
port Hospital, Isle of Wight. 

Steven was not expected to 
lire, but be recovered, and on 
domobilisstion he carried on 
business as a chemist in Stoke, 
in the Potteries. The accused 
womac lived with him as his wife, 
and there were two children. 

Steven died in December 1920, 
and the woman told her solicitor 
she could not find a will. George 
Steven, the dead man’s brother, 
was not satisfied, acd he made 
inquiries and found that ptisoner's 
husband, Thomas Roberts, had 
not been killed, but was living at 
Abardare. 

FOUND A WILL. 

One day in May 1921 prisoner 
was searching in one of Steven's 
clothesboxes and found a will 
which, it was alleged. she got a 
man named Smith to sign as 
witness, there being only one 
signature of a witness. ’ 

This will she toox to her 
solicitor, who believed i: to be 
gencine, 

Prisoner's counsel read astate- 
ment signed by ber, in which ske 
said that on leaving her husband, 
five years after the marriage, she 
supported herself and two 
children until she joined the 
VAD. | 

In 1915 sbe visited Steven.ia 
hospital, and there, at his reques:, 
went through a form of marriage 
with bim. At that time ke was
